Machinery Removed, and Factory Re- 


fitted For Its New Uses. Will 


Not Decrease Number of 


Employes 


The Windsor print works manage- 


ment announced this afternoon that 
the Eagle mill, which has been run by 
the print works for the last three years 
would be shut down as soon as the de- 
partments could be closed out. The 
building will be used for the enlarge- 
ment of some oj tha departments of 
the print works, so that within a fe\y 
months at the most the number of emf 
ployes In both print works and mill 
•a ill equal the number at present em- 
ployed In both. 


Manager Russell said this afternoon 


that the cause 'of shutting down the 
mill was that both building and ma- 
chinery are old, and that under these 
conditions the mill could not be run at 
a profit. In addition to this the print 
works can use the mill building ad- 
vantageously for the enlarging of cer- 
tain departments, which will be done. 


The mill will probably be entirely 


closed down withm four or five weeks. 
The machinery will then be taken out 
and disposed of, and the. building put 
in shapq for its new use. 
New power 


apparatus has already been contract- 
ed for, and as rapidly as passible the 
mill rpill will be fitted over. It is prob 
able that It will be In full running 
order again in four months or so. 


Mr Russell did not care to say this 


afternoon what departments would be 
enlarged in this way. 


The mill, which for 60me years had 


stood Idle, was started up about ,hree 
years ago, and has been run steadily 
since then. It employs about 125 hands

Independence Is Again Out* 


vailed by Cslumbia 


THE BOAT STEERED WILDLY 


Was Also Haadlcappod by Poor Work. 


Ing of Her Headtails— As It Was, 
She Made a Better Showing Tnan 


I tbe Constitution Has Thus Far 


Newport, R. I., Aug. 5.— The Indepen- 


dence on Saturday sailed the greatest 
race in her career. 
In a stiff south- 


wester, which raised a rather heavy 
gea, she was beaten over a triangulai 
course of 30 miles by 40 seconds, 
boat for boat, by the Columbia. As she 
allowed the Columbia 81 seconds ovei 
that distance, she was defeated 1 min 
ute and 11 seconds, conected time, 
This Is a better showing than the Con- 
stitution has made against the Columbia 
under similar conditions of wind and 
weather. 


In the flret leg of the triangle, which 


was a beat to windward, the Co- 
lumbia gained more than 3 minutes. 
No oflicial time was taken at either the 
first or second ID ark, so these figures 
are only approximately correct. 
The 


regatta committee estimate that on the 
second leg of the course, which was a 
broad reach with the wind abaft ths 
starboard 
beam, the Independence 


gained 1 minute and 15 seconds on her 
opponent, while on the last leg of the 
course, which was sailed with the wind 
on the port beam, she gained 33 seconds. 


Tbe last leg was tbe most exciting. 


The breeze was puffy and at times had 
great weight iu it. Being about abeam 
the yachts felt its full strength. Some- 
times the lee rail of the Independence 
was submerged and the wa*r on deck 
rushed off in a torrent over the taff rail 
Never before had she heeled to such a 
pronounced extent in a public perform 
nnce. 
It was noticed that when the 


squalls were the heaviest the 
Inde- 


pendence steered very 
wild and that 


two men at the wheel could not keep hei 
steady on her course. 


The yawing about was so pronounced 


that at one time she would come up into 
the wind until the luff of the jib-topsail 
quivered as though she was close- 
hauled and essaying a fisherman's luff. 
A minute or two later she would be run- 
ning wide off her course and covering 
an ample stretch of the ocean, leaving 
•behind her a serpentine wake. 
This 


was of course a great detriment to suc- 
cessful achievement. 
While the Tnde 


pendence was performing this zig-zag 
work, the "Columbia was going through 
the water straight, attending strictly 
to business and heading direct 
for 


Brenton's Reef lightship. 


So far as sails were concerned, the 


Independence had the worst of it. She 
was handicapped by a working ga ff top- 
Bail, which, in the 10-mile stretch to 
windward, was more or less of a back 
sail, and which in the two reaches thai 
followed-bad very little pulling or pro 
pelling power. 
Another sail that pre- 


vented her from ranking a better rec 
orcl was the medium-sized jib top 
sail which she set after passing fhe iirvi 
mark. 
This sail contributed largely tn 


her 
wild steering and wlien it wa« 


taken iu she felt the benefit of its ab 
sence.

We 
can do no more than fight for^our ex- 
istence until either the trust asks for 
another conference or we are exter- 
pated." 


Throughout the interview, President 


Shaffer indicated that the officials of the 
Amalgamated association 
had their 


plans for this struggle well In hand and 
had made arrangements for the battl» 
on the most complete and systematic 
ideas that could be provised. 
He de- 


clined to say anything about the action 
of the American -Federation of Labor 
In assisting the Amalgamated associa- 
tion in this struggle, or to tell anything 
about what support the organization 
would receive from other sources. 


Secretary Williams was not disposed 


to discuss the situation at such great 
length as his chief.

to say: "All possibility of settlement 
of this difficulty appears to be at an 
end.

A. BITTER FIGHT 


Within a week, according to Presi- 


dent Shaffer of the Amalgamated as- 
sociation, a general strike against t^e 
Morgan steel combination will be in 
effect. The conference in New York 
Saturday failed. The mill men would 
snake no concessions, in fact, as labor 
leaders report it, their terms were less 


, >than those first offered. The 
labor 


leaders are prepared to make conces- 
eions, but were given the privilege of 
signing the Morgan-Schwab terms or 
leavet They chose the latter and ar- 
rived at Pittsburg determined to order 
a general strike. President 
Shaffer 


has been given full authority. 


The strike will be directly aEainst 


the steel hoop, the steel tube and the 
tin plate departments of the 
United 


States steel corporation. These employ 
nearly 70,000 workmen in their large 
'number of mills. All of these men will 
be called out together with "union 
men and all union men at heart" 
in 


other departments and mills of 
the 


combine, and it is conservatively es- 
timated that over 150,000 men may eo 
out at the first call. 


The question at issue is the Kcnera' 


Signing of the union scale by the com- 
panies and the recognition of the right 
to unionize the mlHs. The companies 
object to both, object to them in the 
degree asked by tj,-e unions, jt is the 
claim of the companies that many oj 
their workmen do not want the, union 
and the companies declare t]£, will 
not force their employes into ipfe or. 
ganization. The main point Is 
that 


the association wants to 
extend Itg 


power over the rteel concern's mills 
and the concern would far 
rather de- 


Btroy what pow^r the association al- 
ready has than ju'rmit it to gain more, 
president Schwab of the steel concern 
is an out-and-out anti-union man and 
he 1» credited with keeping Mr. Mor- 
gan from maklnjr a settlement of the 
trouble at the prtsent time. 


It is a nght to the finish, both sides 


declare, 
the combine determined to 


kill the union and th« union determin- 
ed to break the absolutism of the c<m- 


* ,cern with reference to labor. 


THE PAIIDON OF 


There is evidence going to Bh°w that 


WSPAPERflflCHIVE®— .. 


President McKinley was grossly im- 
posed upon when he was led to par 
don Charles W. Mussey, the wreck- 
ing cashier cf tna Merchants' national 
bank of Eutland, Vt. The bank was 
looted'of $147,000, ah tne money, it was 
claimed, going to Marlon A. Mcdure, 
a Rutland 
piano dealer. Mussev's 


pardon was obtained on it being rep- 
resented to the ^resident that he was 
dying in jail, that liberated or kept in 
prison 
he had but a short tlrne to 


live and tha' not a penny cf the money 
taken was personally used by Mus- 
sey, 
all of it going to McClure. The 


pardon was granted last July and Fri- 
day last Mussey left for a hunting trin 
in the Adlrondacks. A Rutland dis- 
patch says that when he left on his 
trip 
"he walked with the old-time 


elastic step and looked as well as he 
ever did before his downfall," 
The 


fact seems to be that Mussey was far 
from being dangerously ill when par- 
doned, If at all. 


The people of Eutland are deeply 


indignant over the pardon of Mussey 
and subsequent 
developments. 
He 


served but a few months of his sfven- 
years sentence. The indignation runs 
high. From the Eutland dispatch we 
have mentioned, the 
following 
is 


taken: 


"The example of the feeling toward 


Mr) Mussey in this city is the action 
at a secret meeting held a few days 
ago by the 
deacons and trustees of 


the Congregational church, of which 
the 
former 
cashier was treasurer. 


These men included the president and 
several directors of the looted 
bank 


The result of 
the meeting was kept 


secret until today, when it was learned 
that the meeting decided to request 
the resignation of the pastor, the Rev. 
Dr. George W. Phillips, who signed "the 
petition to the president for Mr. Mus- 
sey's pardon. Dr. Phillips is 
one of 


the best known Congregational clergy- 
men in New .England and has been lo- 
cated here nearly 20 years. His church 
is the largest in Vermont, 
and until 


his connection with the Mussey pardon 
he was very popular with his congre- 
gation." 


This is a proper rebuke under the 


reported 
circumstances. We see too 


much now-a-days of ministers 
busy- 


ing themselves in this way, and in 
other ways 
taking peculiar attitudes 


with reference to the 
operation 
of 


courts of justice, "Berkshire 
county 


might afford a chapter on ministerial 
indiscretion. The clothes they 
wear 


often- save ministers from the conse- 
quences of deeds, which, 
if done by 


others, would get their authors into a 
peck of trouble . 


McClure, the beneficiary of Mussey's 


wrecking, was sent to jail along with 
his obliging friend and he is still there. 
This is reported concerning him and re 
cent events: 


"When McClure was told that Mus- 


sey had fully recovered from bis ill- 
ness, he said: 'I am mighty glad of it, 
for Charlie's sake, but if I have got to 
take the measures that be took in or- 
der to gain my freedom. I will stay 
hind 
the -bars.' When asked if he 


meant to intimate that Mussey had 
been playing ill or intentionally mak- 
ing himself so, McClure 
answered, 


'You can draw your own inferences/ " 


If Mussey is a well man now it is 


more than probable that his pardon 
was obtained by fraud. If this should 
appear the perpetrators should be pun- 
ished severely if it possible to apply 
• 


the law to them. If it i" not possible j 
to bring them under fhe 
law 
they 


should receive punishment of the kind 
that is being brought down upon -Dr. 
Phillips. The whole affair, if there is 
foundation for what is published about 
it, appears to be a conspiracy to de- 
feat the ends 
of 
justice. Mussey 


earned his sentence and should have 
served it. Indeed, the president was 
more sympatheitc than just jn grant- 
ing the pardon of Mussey because of 
the representations made 
to him. 


Mussey richly deserved to be in jail 
and, if it is true in spite of all we 
bear "that1 he was at death's door in 
prison, he should have been allowed 
to die there. If he had boen a common 
fellow 
no one would have interfered 


to have him draw'a breath of liberty 
before his end. 


It is such miscarriages of 
justice

separated relatives in- this ctiy Sat- 
urday, when Airs. George E. Bisson- 
nerof Tro,,ct.Ti Texas, met her father, 
Alexis Dubuque, and her brother, Ar- 
thur Dubuque, for the first time in 3b 
years. She had until a few days be- 
fore supposed they were dead, and 
they supposed she was dead, so the 
meeting to them was as unexpected as 
if she had risen from the grave. 


The story of their long separation 


and final reunion is a very interest- 
ing one. Alexis Dubuque's wife died in 
Canada when the children were young, 
Mrs. Bissonnet being only 2 and one- 
half years old. The father was not 
m a position to care for them and 
they were taken in charge by rela- 
tives and 
became 
scattered.

girl was taken by an uncle, who later 
moved to Chicago, and afterwards he 
lived in many uarts of the United 
States till nearly 20 years ago, when 
he settled in Texas.

Mr. Lalu- 
miere of this city is naturally jrreatly 
gratified by the fact that he was in- 
strumental in bringing about such a 
happy and unexpected reunion. There 
was a large gathering of friends at 
the home of Mr Dubuque last nipht to 
tender congratulations and share the 
happiness of the reunited family.

. terre Decoration For Garden. 
3. Pterpont Morgan has bought the 


house at 37 East Thirty-sixth street in 
New York. It has four stories, and Its 
price was $115,000, but it Is not to re- 
main as it is, says the New York Jour- 
nal. Mr. Morgan will destroy it. He 
wants a garden, which is to be as ex- 
quisite as his collection of books when 
this collection shall have been classi- 
fied and made incomparable. 


The garden, the library, the art gal- 


lery—the latter hasn't and probably 
will never have the portrait of the 
Duchess of Devonshire that Gains- 
borough once painted—are to be mar- 
vels of Murray mil. Mr. Morgan loves 
Murray Hill. There live Robert Hoe, 
•William Loring Andrews, Samuel Put- 
nam Avery and others who love books, 
pictures and all the beautiful things 
that divert Mr. Morgan from the mon- 
Btrosities of business. 


He wants to be a leader of art lovers. 


Were not the Medlcis leaders of art 
lovers? His house Is ax the northeast 
corner of Madison avenue and Thirty- 
eixth street. He bought adjoining lots 
on Thirty-sixth street in January. He 
now owns the property on the north' 
eide of Thirty-sixth street east of Mad- 
ison avenue that comprises No. 33 on 
Thirty-sixth street. 


The house at No. 35 Js William Sal- 


moirs, a friend and a business asso- 
ciate of Mr. Morgan. The house at No. 
87, that Jj£ bought the other day, was 
occupied by James H. Dunham. The 
adjoining property is that of A. Cass 
Canfleld, an Intimate friend of Mr. 
Morgan. 


No one doubts that he may have the 


entire block If he wishes to buy it. 
'And" he has a great inclination In that 
,way. 
His reason Is that a garden, 


however exquisite it may be, needs 
much space. He has invented a spe- 
cial border for the "parterres" of It. 
The tiles, with holes that the ancients 
used for their cooking utensils, are the 
features of this border. 
They are 


heavy, round and multicolored. He 
Las found them in Italy, where they 
are treasures. 
He wants a garden 


that shall be a calendar. It will be a 
garden every month in the year. In 
jwinter, in spite of the snow, it may 
still delight his eyes with variety of 
green In foliage. 


He has taken a vivid interest in the 


arboriculture of Japan, about which 
George Tanderbilt is already an ex- 
pert Mr. Morgan has found time to 
admire dwarfed trees and diminutive 
landscapes. 
He intends to possess 


them. He studied in Paris the garden 
that Edmond de Goncourt had formed 
at Neuilly and read, with light in his 
eyes that betrays his enthusiasm when 
he Is not on his guard, Goncourt's de- 
scription of the refuge from work and 
worry that a garden is. 


Mr. Morgan's garden is to have a 


wall, like an English garden. It is to 
have a lawn, tall poplars, fountains, 
ancient marble statues. They are to be 
dug out of the Tiber expressly if Rome 
will consent 
If Rome should refuse, 


there are other treasuries of ancient 
art 
The library building is to have 


windows opening on the romantic clas- 
sic garden. Junius Morgan, the great 
banker's nephew, insists that the libra- 
ry shall have quality. 


"Now," Jnnlus Morgan says to his 


uncle, "your library has quality and 
quantity. Well, a private library does 
not need'quantity. This is necessary 
only to public and circulating libraries. 
A private library needs only the edi- 
tions that are scarce and the editions 
of luxury that are not accessible to ev-' 
erybody. Your library is full of stand- 
ard works that have not a special char- 
acteristic In date of edition or binding. 
You must give them to the students. 
It is full of duplicates. You must give 
these to students. We shall gather the 
beautiful and the invaluable in a biblio- 
graphical sense." 


Junius Morgan honors books as much 


as the most irredeemable old book- 
worm. He gave to Princeton univer- 
sity a collection of Greek editions which 
has made £is merit as a collector unde- 
niable. He is to be J. Pierpont-Mor- 
gan's librarian, but to do his work well 
he wants a great deal of space. 


Mr. Morgan does not intend appar- 


ently to resist him in that regard. Mr. 
Morgan says: "Happily I haven't to 
defer to any one about pictures. - I buy 
what I like. I pile them up, change 
them, relegate them to the lumber room, 
cover mirrors with them, give them 
sway," 


He has not yet seen the portrait of 


the Duchess of Devonshire that be- 
came Duchess of Devonshire 20 years 
after Gainsborough died, the portrait 
that was stolen from Agnew and that 
Agnew is to prove to be some day a 
real Gainsborough.

Avenue hotel the other morning by a 
representative of the New York Even- 
ing Sun said that be hoped that for- 
eign governments represented at Co- 
lombia would be influenced by the Mu- 
rlllo Incident In so-far that they would 
take some measures to secure protec- 
tion of their citizens and the property 
which they held there.' 


'•Take my experience, for Instance," 


said Mr. Bogaerde. "It was a most 
trying bnef In my two days' journey 
from Bogota to Honda both govern- 
ment and insurgent soldiers subjected 
me to great annoyance. They held our 
party up and took some of our mules 
away from us. 


"From Honda I made the trip by rail 


to El Dorado, the river station on the 
Magdalena river. Our party did not 
number over six. .When we were try- 
Ing to board one'of the river steam- 
boats at El Dorado, a party of 80 in- 
surgents attacked us. They began fir- 
ing right and left An American of the 
name of Lidson was shot twice in the 
firm. The goldlers would have killed 
him had not some one shouted that lie 
was a foreigner. Lidson lives in this 
city, I think. An Englishman of the 
name of Wilcox took him to Baranqull- 
la. Lidson was the only one danger- 
ously wounded. A gunshot wound in 
such a elltnatetia far more serious than 
in this country. He was ravtag when 
taken away, for Jie;became delirious in 
less than half an«hour. A negro stand- 
Ing near me was- also struck by one of 
the insurgent bullets. The pallet after 
passing through my,, hat, grazed bis 
neck. 


"Finally we persuaded the guerrillas 


that we were foreigners, and they ceas- 
ed firing at us. The soldiers then made 
for the railroad train and forced the 
engineer at the point of their revolvers 
to take them- back to Honda. The en- 
gineer was a British subject, but Co- 
lombians have little respect for one's 
nationality. Our experience was one 
which frightened us out of our wits. 
.We found a place of hiding tn the town 
and remained there two days and a 
night 


"At the approach of the guerrillas the 


river steamboat had moved out into 
the stream. When-tee-captain-thought 
It safe to return, he did so, and that 
was only when we emerged from our 
hiding,place. It took-the-steamboat 12 
days to reach Savanilla, where we 
boarded the Allegheny. 


"It was there that I was joined by 


Colonel Murillo, Edward J. White, 
Charles E. Pope.'an Englishman of the 
name of Yaughan and a-native family 
consisting of a negro physician, his 
wife and two children. This native 
physician had been banished from Co- 
lombia. We proceeded peacefully to 
Cartagena, arriving there on July 18. 
The only passenger to come on board 
there was a Syrian merchant whose 
name I do not recaH. Vaughan and the 
native family got off at Port Liraon. I 
mention these facts and names only to 
show that there were but four passen- 
gers to land in this city [New York] 
who witnessed the outrage to Colonel 
Murlllo. The Syrian merchant was the 
only one of tbe four passengers to ar- 
rive here [New York] who saw Murillo 
seized and refused to sign the state- 
ment. His reason for doing so was 
that he feared interference in his busi- 
ness by the government when be re- 
tuna ed to Cartagena. 


"There is little else to be added to 


tbe story of Murillo's seizure. The na- 
tive physician advised Murillo to sur- 
render quietly and peacefully to the 
government 
soldiers. 
We advised 


c gainst his doing so, as the man was 
cot only under the protection of the 
German flag, but he had on his person 
a passport signed by the Colombian 
minister to the United States, which 
alone should have insured him protec- 
tion. 
"'It was rather amusing, the first visit 


»f the Colombians to the steamship, 
they tried to persuade Murillo to go 
With them. When they 'found him un- 
willing to go, they swore that they 
Would remove him later by force. Then 
It was that Murillo told Captain Low 
that he was under the protection of the 
German flag and begged him to see 
that he was not molested in any way. 
This Captain Low promised to do.

Charles A. Kuenzel Plans to 
Cross the Ocean Without Coal. 


CT7ENTED A NONEXPLOSIYE GAS, 


Petroleum In Small Quantities !•

Hevr Gaa Cam Be Vied In Steamer*, 
Locomotive* and Automobile*. 
"To Europe In four days without 


real, at half the present expense for 
fuel to drive an ocean steamer," Is what 
a Hoboken engineer claims for his new 
process of burning a very little pe- 
troleum with 85 per cent of redhot 
compressed air, says the New York 
Herald. Charles A. Kuenzel is his 
rame, and he told a plain story the 
other night which others who bad seen 
the machine working corroborated. 


They said that after years of experi- 


ment a little discovery patented a few 
weeks ago gave the long sought solu- 
tion to the problem of making a non- 
explosive gas out of petroleum and air, 
which burned like oxygen and which a 
child can use and control without the 
slightest danger from explosion or suf- 
focation. This new force, to run steam- 
ships, railways, automobiles and ma- 
chinery, was a dry gas, the first, it 
was asserted, ever produced ia practi- 
cal quantities. 


By the new Hoboken process com- 


mon kerosene oil is mixed with com- 
pressed hot air, forming a gas. Just 
as this gas enters the firebox of the en- 
gine, throufeb small pipes within othei 
pipes, passing over gas jets, it becomes 
BO hot that every trace of moisture is 
expelled, and at that instant It becomes 
dry gas, which will not explode. 


This la the gas which bursts into 


flame as it flows from thousands of 
tittle needle boles in the pipes lying ou 
the furnace grate. The heat ts so fierce 
as to convert water into steam almost 
instantly. 


•"You can better understand the value 


of my discovery," said the inventor, 
"when I say that you may turn a full 
Jbead of this gas Into a redhot furnace 
and there will be no esplotflon. When 
ordinary Illuminating gas leaks and 
fills the house, you strike a match, and 
«way goes the front of your dwelling, 
generally with fatal results. Fill a 
room with my dry gas, and no explo- 
•lon will follow If you light a dozen 
matches. It is dry, nonexplosive gat, 
with power enough to run the heaviest 
machinery, yet as harmless &» water. 


"We have proved all onr claims, per- 


fected our patents and put the gas to a 
practical test with auch success that a 
naval engineer has been detailed by the 
United States government to look into 
it He vliited our machine shop in Ho- 
boken recently, inspected every feature 
of the machinery while It was working 
and took notes and copies of the plans, 
on which to prepare a report for the 
government" 


It IB considered a valuable feature 


that very little alteration need be made 
In a locomotive firebox or steamship 
furnace to Introduce the gas. A new 
fire grate, a sort of gridiron or neet of 
fM burners, Ia nlaced on the old grate, 
then connection! tte made with the 


^ «*« mftBufapturlDg §ppiB!t8!i.-!Bfl, » 


steady blast furnace fire, converting 
•water alm«st instantly into steam, is 
obtained. 


In a recent experiment on a railroad 


with crude petroleum 1,800 gallons 
were required to run a locomotive and 
train 510 miles. Referring to this ex- 
periment, the Hoboken inventor said 
that by his process 100 gallons of ordi- 
nary lamp oil, with compressed air, 
would have made the same trip, thus 
reducing the expense to an eighteenth 
of the amount expended. 


Another strong claim made for the 


gas and compressed air process Is the 
doing away with the 'enormous weight 
of coal required for driving a steamship 
across" the Atlantic and the abolition of 
smoke, making locomotives smokeless 


• and railway travel cheaper and pleas- 


anter. The saving would not be con- 
fined to coal alone, for nearly all the 
tortured and overheated men at the 
furnaces could be dispensed with, and 
one man can supply ten boilers with 
dry gas and keep steam up to the high- 
est racing point of speed. 


Danger from explosion from coal gas 


generated in the bunkers would also be 
removed, and a warship could carry 
enough oil 'to drive her from New York 
to Manila and return without having a 
Bound of coal on board.

was not enough draft for the boilers. 


After the first trouble with the draft 


repairs were made on the 
chimney 


and appliances fitted so that it was be 
lieved that the trouble would be avoid 
ed for the future. The contrary has 
heeff proven however, and now a new 
steel stack is to be erected and other 
appliances added. 


The company admits that it is most 


unfortunate and claims that *t Is sei, 
dom that trouble of this kind would 
happen, and that ordinarily the draft 
ii= more- than sufficient. 


The townspeople haye been at a loss 


to know what are the causes of these 
accidents and owing to the frequency 
of the eclipses many are loud in their 
condemnations. Could the company 
ongage some of the draft wasted in 
commenting on Its efficiency, no hu- 
midity would ever be great enough to 
show the effects.

A MODEL TENEMENT, 


Mammoth Structure For New York 


to Aecoinoilate 180 Families. 


Plans have been filed for what will 


be the largest and most improved tene- 
ment house in the world. This struc- 
ture will cost $180,000 and be built by 
the City and Suburban Homes com- 
pany on an Avenue A block In New 
York. The structure Is planned in strict 
accordance with the new tenement law 
and will be the lirat of importance to be 
erected under present conditions, says 
the New York Evening World. It will 
occupy a square plot, be six stories 
high, of scmitireproof construction and 
contain apartments for 186 families. 


There will be four main entrances 


and i:ight staircases. Each apartment 
will be in itself a complete private 
home, in which the occupants will have 
light, air, venuraiion, comfort and pri- 
vacy. Each apartment consists of an 
entrance hall, large combination kitch- 
en and dining room, parlor and one or 
two bedrooms. The larger apartments 
will have private bathrooms. 


Among many features provided for 


the tenants are gas range, sink and two 
white crockery washtubs in each kitch- 
en, hot water aud steam heat, closets, 
dressers, shelving and hanging hooks, 
refrigerator space and pipes to carry 
off w-ater in each private hall, dum- 
waitens and dust chutes, clothes drying 
frames on the roofs and a complete 
laundry and steapa clothes drying appa- 
ratus in the cellar, letter boxes, speak- 
ing tubes and electric vestibule door 
openers, a small storeroom for each ten- 
ant in the cellar and general store- 
rooms, workshop, garbage room, boiler 
room, coal storage and a furnace for 
burning rubbish.

It Is sent by the successful body of ex- 
plorers who have discovered an entire 
mammoth which they are bringing 
back to St. Petersburg. 
According to 


this telegram, the expedition arrived 
in Irkutsk on June 1, and IS days 
later it embarked on a furtherjourney 
in a ship on the Aldcn (3,000 versts to 
Kolymsk). which Is likely to last two 
and a half months.

He had 
the whole faark-t; at b's mercy, and 
but for his vorurrtary rellnquishment 
of nuBocrcms cLutt* against "shorts" 
there would have beeu many failures. 
In March of thSa yea* he startled the 
market again by lively speculation in 
corn, wheat and oats, and his profits; 
from the deals are related as having' 
be.en very great 


This daring operator, whose corner 


of the corn market won for him the BO- 
brlquet of "the corn king" and who ha* 
just suspended business, is only 34< 
years old. He made a very modest be-i 
ginning In life, starting as an elevator 
boy in bts father's grain storehouse in 
Morris, Ills., when he was very young.' 
In later years he became a buyer for' 
the house of George A_ Seaverns & Co., 
and then he went Into the commission 
business on his own account 


Phillips formed the optaion that the 


bears kept the price of corn too low In 
the Chicago market and that It could 
be maintained at a-high price if .any 
one dared to make the fight. Philltpt 
dared. It wag his com deal of Novem- 
ber, 1900. And he succeeded. Without 
a dollar to control the market he never- 
theless had the whole corn crop under 
his thumb. He caused heavy losses to, 
every corn trader in the board of trade. 
But he was fair In his winnings. He 
flid not cause a single failure in the 
board of trade, although he had It eas-, 
lly In his power to do so. 


This young man Las upset the calcu- 


lations of the board of trade of Chicago 
In many ways. In the first place, he 
depended for his Information about 
crops directly upon the farmers them- 
selves, instead of taking the news from 
the regular channels. He went Into the 
market oa the broad principle that he 
knew what he was doing, and he did 
not stop until he had bewildered the 
men who had been in deals before 
Phillips was born. When in New lark 
a few weeks ago, the second visit he 
bad ever made to that city, Mr. Phillips 
told a reporter that the principle of all 
his trading was to be found in this 
motto, which was written in his note- 
book: "When an article in good de- 
mand is cheap and you have money to 
Invest, buy it" 


Farmers have been back of Phillips 


In all of his deals. It is reported that 
In his great corn deal 300 farmers in 
Iowa and central Illinois were the 
backbone of his fight. It was virtually 
a battle between these 300, led by Phil- 
lips, against-the recognized forces of 
the market. Yet, even in view of this 
big deal, George H. Phillips did not 
come to be any recognized permanent 
factor in the Chicago market. He has 
lived a quiet, hardworking life, and 
what he has accomplished fcas been 
due to his phenomenal knowledge of 
the corn crop. 


WOMAN TO SWIM NIAGARA. 


5fl«» Cora Bcckwltli, an Expert, Will 


Attempt the Feat In September. 
Cora Beckwith, a single woman of 


Buffalo, according to a Niagara Falls 
dispatch, declares that she intends 
Bwimming the whirlpool rapids on 
.Wednesday, Sept. 25. 


"I expect to go through on my back," 


said she. "That is the way I swam the 
rapids at Egg Rock lighthouse, in the 
harbor of Lynn, Mass." 


She says she is the only -woman who 


ever swam the English channel. She 
made the trip in company with the late 
Captain Webb, starting from Dover 
and landing at Calais, the distance be- 
ing 21 miles. Three nations are said to 
have recognized her bravery in rescu- 
ing people from drowning. She is of 
fine physique and recently remained 
under water 3 minutes and 50 seconds. 
The current will carry a person 
through the rapids to the whirlpool in 
three minutes.

DEVELOPMENT OF MASSENA 


Local Firm Taking Pari In Important 


Growth 


Masscna, N. Y., where Porter & 


Hannum of this city have a large 
brickyard and are prepared to take 
building contracts, bids fair, accord- 
ing to all reports, to develop into a 
great manufacturing center. An im- 
mense water power has been develop- 
ed, and it is now proposed to generate 
electrical energy and supply it to all 
the surrounding towns for a distance 
of many miles. 


A group of scientists and capitalists 


have begun work on an immense elec- 
tical plant which will utilize a part of 
the great water power of the Long 
Sault rapids of the St. Lawrence river, 
a lant so large and quite as remark- 
able as that at Niagara Fallff. It is not 
plain yet where the electrical energy 
of 350,000 horse-power, which it is exx- 
pected to develop, is to be marketed. 
Ogdensburg, N. Y., 30 miles away, is 
the nearest city of considerable size; 
Ottawa, Ont, is 60 miles north, and 
Montreal 90 mile fast. From_the fact 
that British capital largely is back 
of the enterprise, it may be inferred 
that theCanadi-an ' cities 
will 
reap 


some advantage from the power plant, 
but it also seems probable that Mas- 
sena, where the Grand Trunk and New 
York Central railroad have terminals 
will develop into a manufacturing cen. 
ter. 
/ 


The engineering problem at Massena 


is very different.from that at Niagara 
Falls. The Niagara plant utilizes a 
small column of water of great bight, 
with a tunnel to carry off the ex- 
hausted uater cuTa hair mile through 
solid rock. At Massena, which is at 
the head of the Long Sault rapids, 
the Grasse river parallels the St. Law- 
rence, three miles away, flowing into 
the larger river below. But the level 
of tho Grasse is 40 feet lower than that 
of the St. Lawrence at Massena, so 
that with a canal three miles long 
there is ample water power and 
a 


costless means of 
disposing of 
the 


%\ aste. 
More - than that, the Grasse 


river woultl be made navigable from 
its rnouth to the end of the canal, and 
a *lock at the dam would provide a 
means for getting around the Long 
Sault rapids without using the Canad- 
ian canals. 


Mr. Porter 'of the firm of Porter & 


Hannum, said this morning that wa- 
ter wheels have already been placed 
in position at Massena which will sup- 
ply three times as much power as is 
used in all the manufacturing indus- 
tries of this city. He says the water 
power is far ahead of what has thus 
far been developed at Niagara Falls, 
and aparently the amount of power 
that may be developed by water and 
electricity is almost limitless. 


Porter & Hannum finished burning 


their first kiln of brick today. They 
have received a call for 500,t)00 brick, 
but will not accept the order till the 
product has been inspected and found 
to be all that it should be, as the firm 
does not propose to g-o on the market 
with an imperfect article. A large pa- 
per mill is to be built at once at Rey-, 
noldsville, nine miles from Massena, 
and it is believed the near future will 
see Massena and the surrounding ter- 
ritory one of the busiest 
manufac- 


turing sections of the country. 


BRUTAL ASSAULT COMMITTED 


Hartwellville Man Called to Piazza at 


Midnight and Beaten • 


A very aggravated assault was com- 


mited last night at Hartwellville, Vt. 
When Fred Newell of that town, fore- 
man at Silas Mason'a eaw 
mill was 


called 
out of bed in his own house, 


knocked down and brutally beaten by 
Eugene Sumner 
of Stamford, 
who 


used an oid-fashlcned Harrow tooth as 
a weapon 


What led to the trouble could not be 


learned here today. According to well 
authenticated reports that co.me from 
Hartwellville 
today Eugene Sumner 


and his brother 
Charles called 
at 


Newell's 
home in Hartwel'ville last 


night at about 9 o'clock and found the 
family in bed. In response to a rap 
Mr. 
Newell got up and went to the 


door where he 
met 
the 
Sumner 


brothers. They either called or pulletf 
him out upon the piazza, where Eu- 
gene feUed him with the harrow tooth 
and followed up the assault after he 
was down, beating him unmercifully, 
with the iron.. 
Mrs. Newell rushed 


out anfl 
Implored the 
assailant's 


brother to Interfere. Whether he did 
or not is not known, but the .ooundins 
came 
to an 
end and the 
Sumner 


brothers 
disappeared. Mr. 
Newell 


was taken to the office of Dr Morgan 
who dressed the wound. He found the 
man's head terribly battered* but it is 
not expected that the 
injuries 
will 


prove fatal. 


A search for the Sumners brothers 


has 
been begun and the authorities 


are confident that the ywiU soon be in 
custody^. It is thought they have fled 
to New York state, 
but they will be 


followed and brouhgt back if it is pos- 
sible- to find them. Residents of the 
section say the 
Sumner brothers are 


hard characters, but, so far as known, 
Charles took no part in 
the assault, 


simply being with 
his brother at the 


time. 


The 
Sumners are young men ana 


Mr. Newell is not far from 30. 
The 


affair has created 
considerable ex- 


citement 
through that region today, 


and all are anxious to have the 
man 


who committed the assault brouhgt to 
justice as soon e.s possible
